Help  for  Haiti  Relief  Concert 

On  a  Tuesday  afternoon  on  January  12,  2010,  the  Haitian  community's  world  was  "rocked."  A  7.0 
magnitude  earthquake  hammered  Haiti,  a  Caribbean  country  that  is  part  of  Hispaniola,  west  of  the 
Dominican  Republic.  Following  the  devastating  earthquake,  numerous  aftershocks  that  included  6.0 
magnitudes  hit  the  area.  This  onslaught  left  over  100,000  people  dead  and  millions  more  homeless  and 
injured. 

Immediately  relief  efforts  began  with  everyone  wanting  to  lend  a  helping  hand.  Several  organizations 
began  taking  donations  to  help  in  these  relief  efforts.  As  a  college  student,  one  might  feel  helpless,  but 
organizers  of  Troy  University's  "Help  for  Haiti  Relief  Concert"  wanted  to  do  something  about  that.  Soon  after 
the  disaster,  preparations  began  for  the  concert,  which  included  some  of  the  area's  and  state's  best  talent, 
such  as  Kenny  Heard,  The  Pork  Band,  and  The  J.  Harvey  Johnson  Band.  The  final  set  list  included  eleven 
artists  and  bands. 

Students  donated  money  at  the  door,  often  exceeding  the  recommended  $5.00.  The  concert  that  was 
held  in  the  Elm  St.  Recreation  Gym  began  at  3:00  in  the  afternoon  and  lasted  well  after  10:00  pm.  The 
highlight  for  most  of  the  students  was  when  the  Nasty  Nate  Experience,  consisting  entirely  of  football 
players  and  headlined  by  campus  celebrity,  Bear  Woods,  took  the  stage  and  gave  a  high-energy  performance. 

Megan  Welch,  a  freshman  undeclared  major  from  Alexander  City,  said,  'It  was  cool  to  see  the  event 
come  from  an  idea  in  someone's  head  to  actually  watching  the  bands  play.  It  makes  me  proud  to  be  a  Trojan 
to  see  us  coming  together  to  help  Haiti  instead  of  taking  the  easy  route  and  just  watching."

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Fraternity  Row  Construction 


As  Troy  University  continues  to  have  increased  enrollment,  academic/athletic  success,  and  national 
recognition,  it  is  also  constantly  improving  its  already  great  campus.  With  ongoing  renovations  and  new 
buildings  such  as  Hawkins  Hall  and  Trojan  Village,  Troy  University's  facade  is  ever-changing. 

Next  on  the  list  for  improvements  is  Fraternity  Row.  Troy's  Greek  system  is  a  staple  among  campus 
activities  and  a  vital  part  of  the  University.  The  old  fraternity  houses  were  in  need  of  a  face-lift.  Although 
they  were  still  functional,  Troy  officials  believed  it  was  time  for  some  new  ones. 

The  new  houses  will  still  be  located  on  the  familiar  Pell  Avenue.  The  University  had  other  locations  such 
as  Madison  Avenue  and  the  golf  course  as  candidates  but  decided  to  keep  the  houses  on  Pell  since  it  is  a 
familiar  location  and  to  beautify  that  side  of  campus. 

The  new  facility  will  have  seven  separate  fraternity  houses  neighboring  one  another  where  the  originals 
stood.  Each  house  will  have  24  beds,  a  social  area,  a  chapter  meeting  room,  a  kitchenette,  and  laundry 
facilities. 

Not  all  fraternities  will  be  housed  at  the  new  site,  but  there  will  be  room  for  expansion  in  the  future  if 
the  needed  arises. 

Current  fraternity  members  are  excited  about  the  new  houses  being  built.  Joshua  Douglass,  a  senior 
criminal  justice  major  and  a  brother  of  Lambda  Chi  Alpha  fraternity  from  Andalusia,  said,  T  believe  that 
having  the  new  fraternitv  row  will  greatly  enhance  the  ever-so-strong  brotherhood  of  fraternities  that  are  on 
this  campus!  It  enhances  Troy  University  in  a  new  upcoming  light,  which  is  a  great  recruitment  tool.  I  cannot 
wait  for  them  to  be  done." 

The  new  houses  are  scheduled  to  be  complete  in  time  for  Fall  Rush  2010.

Bibb  Graves  Construction 


Troy  University  has  made  many  changes  over  the  years.  From  the  quad  renovation  and  construction  of 
buildings  such  as  the  General  Academic  Building,  Barnes  and  Noble,  and  Jack  Hawkins  Jr.  Hall,  to  merging 
into  one  great  university  worldwide,  Troy  students  are  always  left  wondering  what  change  is  coming  next. 

Troy  University  is  now  in  the  process  of  planning  one  of  the  biggest  projects  yet:  the  renovation  of  Bibb 
Graves  Hall.  On  Saturday,  September  19th,  Troy  University  officially  broke  ground  on  the  first  major 
renovation  of  historic  Bibb  Graves  Hall  in  more  than  thirty  years. 

The  renovation  will  add  more  than  40,000  square  feet  to  the  building.  The  expanded  space  will  include 
additional  classrooms  with  upgraded  technology,  computer  labs,  large,  open  student  lounge  areas,  and  an 
auditorium  with  more  than  250  seats.  The  renovation  will  also  include  a  new  wing  along  the  back  of  the 
building  that  will  house  the  University's  Center  for  International  Business  and  Economic  Development 
(CIBED)  and  the  Confucius  Institute. 

Troy  Chancellor  Dr.  Jack  Hawkins  Jr.  called  Bibb  Graves  Hall  Troy's  signature  building  and  one  of  the 
university's  most  enduring  symbols.  "Bibb  Graves  Hall  is  symbolic  of  our  vision  for  Troy  University-  a 
reverence  for  our  rich  history  even  during  an  era  of  change,"  Dr.  Hawkins  said.  "Bibb  Graves  Hall  is  a  place 
where  the  traditional  and  the  transformational  will  intersect.  It  will  house  our  College  of  Business,  which  has 
produced  outstanding  graduates  for  more  than  fifty  years.  It  will  also  house  two  of  our  more  innovative 
initiatives,  the  Confucius  Institute  and  the  CIBED." 

The  renovation  was  funded  in  part  by  $8  million  in  bond  money  secured  by  Governor  Bob  Riley,  Dr. 
Hawkins  said.  He  also  thanked  the  numerous  private  donors  who  contributed  to  the  project. 

The  ceremony  included  remarks  from  Neal  Wade,  Director  of  the  Alabama  Development  Office,  who 
said  the  CIBED  would  make  important  contributions  to  economic  development  in  Alabama.  "I  think  this 
center  is  going  to  do  a  great  job  of  introducing  Alabama's  economy  to  countries  we  need  to  do  business  in," 
Wade  said.  "I  think  it  will  also  lead  the  way  in  training  the  next  generation  of  economic  developers  for  this 
state." 

Dr.  Yan  Guohua,  Director  and  Counsel  of  Education  at  the  Consulate  General  of  the  People's  Republic 
of  China  in  Houston,  Texas,  said  Troy's  Confucius  Institute-  the  only  one  in  Alabama-  will  provide  new 
opportunities  to  study  Chinese  language  and  culture. 

The  Sorrell  College  of  Business  students  and  faculty  are  all  excited  about  the  renovation  of  Bibb  Graves 
Hall  and  cannot  wait  to  move  into  their  new  home.  In  the  meantime,  McCartha  Hall  is  currently  housing  the 
College  of  Business  until  the  project  is  complete.

T-Roy  has  raised  enough  money  with  the  help  of  the  Student  Government  and 
the  University  Alumni  Association  to  purchase  him  a  new  costume.  Many  changes  were  made  to  the  new 
costume,  which  not  only  allowed  T-Roy  to  perform  more  easily  and  freely  but  also  raised  his  performance. 

'The  new  suit  has  allowed  us  to  perform  the  way  we  have  wanted  to  these  last  few  years,"  said  Tae 
Madden,  one  of  T-Roy's  characters.  'There  is  a  chin  strap  inside  the  head  to  make  it  stay  on  whenever  we  do 
something  that  involves  the  head  being  involved.  In  the  old  suit,  we  would  have  to  hold  the  head  steady 
with  our  own  hands  almost  every  time  we  wanted  to  perform.  With  this  new  costume,  we  have  more 
freedom."

After  another  victory  from  the  Troy  University 
Trojans,  they  sealed  the  deal  and  became  the  Sunbelt 
Conference  Champions  for  the  fourth  consecutive 
year. 

"Mv  mind  is  immediately  popping  straight  to  the 
celebration  of  a  great  win,  another  championship,  at 
least  a  share,  and  another  bowl  bid  for  this  program," 
said  Larry  Blakeney,  head  coach  of  Troy  University's 
football  team.  'This  win  is  bittersweet,  a  little  bit 
because  vou  are  happv  for  all  we  have  been  able  to  do 
together,  because  you  know  those  guys  won't  be  back 
for  another  vear." 

Troy  University  started  out  strong  and  was  led  by  captain  and  quarterback  Levi  Brown  for  another 
record  setting  day. 

Brown  again  broke  the  record  for  most  single-game  vards  with  477. 

After  an  11-play,  90-yard  drive,  running  back  Shawn  Southward  started  the  day's  scoring  with  an 
end  zone  rush  from  the  1-vard  line. 

Soon,  however,  Patrick  Cherry  caught  a  19-yard  touchdown  pass  from  Brown,  putting  his  mark  on 
the  board  with  his  first  touchdown  of  the  2009  season.  This  would  bring  the  Trojans  to  14-0  over  the  FAU 
Owls. 

FAU  would  answer  back  to  the  Trojans,  as  running  back  Alfred  Morris  fought  his  way  into  the  end 
zone  to  shrink  the  lead  to  14-7. 

To  kick  off  the  second  quarter,  Troy  University  kicker  Michael  Taylor  put  his  name  into  the  mix  as 
he  tacked  on  another  three  points  for  the  Trojans.  This  would  not  only  put  the  Trojans  ahead  by  10,  but 
also  would  be  a  new  personal  best  for  Taylor,  with  a  43-yard  completion. 

After  another  demanding  stand  from  the  Trojan  defense,  Jerrel  Jernigan  caught  a  pass  from  Brown 
which  led  to  a  70  vard  gain  to  the  1-vard  line.  This  set  up  Troy's  third  touchdown  of  the  day. 

"We  are  just  on  all  cylinders  right  now,"  said  Jernigan,  Troy  University's  wide  receiver.  "All  the 
receivers  are  catching  the  ball.  You  can't  double  one  of  us  because  one  of  us  will  be  open.  DB's  have  to 
plav  man  up  and  hopefully  I  get  open." 

Later  in  the  game,  Cornelius  Williams  and  Tebiarus  Gill  also  posted  receiving  touchdowns  on  the 
night,  and  Maurice  Greer  scored  a  rushing  touchdown. 

FAU  would  answer  back  with  two  more  touchdowns;  however,  it  would  not  be  enough  to  catch  up 
to  the  motivated  Trojan  offense. 

Although  this  would  be  the  last  time  the  seniors  would  get  to  play  in  the  Movie  Gallery  Stadium, 
many  can't  wait  for  the  next  stages  in  life.  Whether  it's  pro  football,  or  other  successful  careers,  the 
seniors  on  the  2009  Troy  University  football  team  will  be  missed. 

"Congratulations  to  Troy,"  said  Howard  Schnellenberger,  Florida  Atlantic's  head  coach.  Troy 
embarrassed  us  and  the  university.

Sam  Sellers,  a  junior  at  Troy  University  in  regards  to  football,  also  thoroughly  enjoyed  his  time  at 
the  2009  GMAC  Bowl.  The  best  part  about  the  bowl  game  was  spending  time  with  leaving  seniors  and 
representing  our  university  further." 

He  not  only  went  on  to  talk  about  the  game  itself,  but  the  night  life  that  the  students  of  Troy  take 
pleasure  in  looking  forward  to  each  vear.

On  Saturday,  October  24,  2009,  the  Troy  Trojans  won  a  victory  over  the  North  Texas  Mean  Green,  50- 
26.  Not  only  was  it  this  year's  Homecoming  game,  it  was  a  game  for  record  setting. 

Trov's  senior  quarterback  Levi  Brown  broke  the  record  for  passing  yards  in  a  single  game  by  throwing 
469  yards.  The  last  time  this  record  was  broken  was  by  Hall-of-Famer  Sim  Byrd  41  years  ago  on  September 
14,  1969. 

Byrd  threw  for  454  yards  against  Samford,  and  the  record  had  stood  for  467  games.  That  record  was 
broken  on  a  39-yard  pass  down  the  left  hash  to  Austin  Silvoy. 

Brown  moved  up  other  record  lists  with  his  performance  as  well.  He  moved  to  fourth  in  all-time 
passing  yards,  and  he  moved  up  to  seventh  on  the  all-time  passing  touchdowns  list. 

Brown  was  not  the  only  Trojan  breaking  records,  as  junior  running  back  Dujuan  Harris  ran  for  two 
scores,  moving  him  to  sixth  place  on  the  all-time  list.  Overall,  the  Trojans  racked  up  697  total  offensive 
yards. 

The  Trojans  scored  two  first  quarter  touchdowns  on  short  Harris  runs,  with  the  two  drives  combining 
for  just  three  minutes  off  the  game  clock. 

Troy  had  two  more  quick  touchdown  drives  in  the  second  quarter,  with  a  20-yard  score  to  Tebiarus  Gill 
and  Maurice  Greer  running  for  another.  In  the  second  quarter,  Senior  Bear  Woods  marked  just  the  forth 
interception  for  the  Trojan  season.  A  pair  of  Michael  Taylor  field  goals  gave  the  Trojans  a  3-7  halftime  lead. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  second  half  of  the  game,  Troy  received  the  football  and  scored  in  a  short  time. 
As  the  game  continued,  the  team  was  able  to  stay  ahead  of  North  Texas  with  a  score  of  50-13.  The  final 
points  were  scored  by  Shawn  Southward  with  a  two-yard  run.

Levi  enjoys  drawing,  the  outdoors,  and  of  course  a  great 
game  of  football.  Brown's  goal  is  to  be  in  the  NFL  one 
day. 

After  a  redshirt  season,  Brown  has  stepped  back 
and  taken  charge  of  the  Trojan  offense.  As  soon  as  he 
was  in  command,  Brown  made  one  record-setting 
performance  after  another.  He  was  named  the  Sun  Belt 
Conference  Newcomer  of  the  Year  and  was  also  named 
Troy's  Offensive  Player  of  the  Week  four  times  in  a 
single  season. 

Also,  he  set  the  school  record  for  completions  with 
40  of  50  attempts  completed  against  North  Texas  and 
the  record  for  passes  attempted  with  72  against  LSU. 

His  391  yards  passing  against  North  Texas  rank  as  the  most  ever  in  a  game  in  Coach 
Larry  Blakeney's  eighteen  seasons  at  Trov.  Brown  went  on  to  be  the  seventh  plaver  in  school 
history  to  pass  for  more  than  2,000  yards  in  a  season. 

Levi  Brown  started  his  career  at  Troy  by  not  throwing  a  single  interception  in  his  first  116 
passes  and  allowed  just  three  picks  in  326  attempts  that  beat  vet  another  school  record. 

During  high  school,  Brown  was  an  exceptional  athlete  at  Mt.  Juliet  High  School  in  Mt. 
Juliet,  Tenn.  He  was  named  first  team  all-regional  in  football  his  junior  year. 

After  high  school  he  went  on  to  play  football  at  the  University  of  Richmond  in  2005,  where 
he  plaved  under  Coach  Dave  Clawson.  Brown  went  on  to  lead  his  team  to  the  2005  Atlantic  10 
championships. 

Soon  after  his  career  as  a  Richmond  Spider,  Brown  joined  the  Trojan  legacy.  After  an 
impressive  first  season  at  Troy,  Brown  has  big  hopes  for  the  upcoming  year,  where  his  goal  for 
the  team  is  to  win  the  Sun  Belt  Conference  and  the  bowl  game. 

Perhaps  we  will  see  Levi  Brown  in  the  NFL  one  day.  Brown  is  a  leader  to  his  team,  a  role 
model  to  voung  kids  everywhere,  and  above  all  a  student-athlete  at  Troy  University.

After  an  upsetting  loss  to  the  University  of  South  Alabama,  Troy  University's  men's  basketball  team 
got  back  on  track,  defeating  Western  Kentucky  University  77-69. 

"It  was  probably  the  best  team  game  we  have  played  this  year,"  said  head  coach  Don  Maestri.  T 
thought  we  had  more  contributions  from  more  players  this  particular  game  and  [more  players]  played  well 
this  particular  game  than  any  other  game  this  season." 

Western's  AJ  Slaughter  started  the  game  off  with  connecting  four  of  his  five  three-pointers,  putting 
the  Hilltoppers  ahead  of  the  Trojans  13-6.  With  a  roaring  home  crowd,  the  Trojans  would  battle  back  with 
a  12-4  run  to  take  a  22-21  lead  with  a  little  over  12  minutes  left  in  the  first  half. 

The  Hilltoppers  would  ruin  Troy's  momentum  by  going  on  a  16-7  run  to  take  a  demanding  35-26  lead 
with  three  minutes  left  in  the  half. 

However,  Troy  would  answer  back  with  two  consecutive  scoring  drives  by  Antywan  Jones,  then 
another  by  Richard  Delk,  to  put  the  Trojans  behind  by  three  with  1:26  left  in  the  first  half. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  half,  Troy  trailed  Western  Kentucky  41-35  with  lead  scorers  being  AJ  Slaughter 
for  WKU  and  Brandon  Hazzard  for  Troy. 

Trailing  bv  six  at  the  half,  the  Trojans  brought  the  fire  to  the  Hilltoppers.  Trojans  Richard  Delk  and 
Brandon  Hazzard  finally  got  the  Troy  offense  in  full  swing.  Richard  Delk  hit  his  first  three-pointer  since 
the  FIU  game  on  January  9th,  while  Hazzard  scored  a  total  of  18  points. 

The  Trojans  would  battle  back  to  tie  the  game  at  57-57  with  a  very  nicely  placed  inbound  pass  by 
Mike  Vogler  to  Vernon  Taylor. 

Yamene  Coleman  would  be  the  answer  the  Trojans  needed  to  take  the  lead  with  a  pair  of  free  throws. 

A  foul  shot  by  Vogler  and  a  transition  by  Coleman  gave  the  Trojans  a  62-57  lead.  Then  a  turnover  by 
WKU  would  give  Delk  a  chance  to  drain  his  second  three-pointer  of  the  game  for  an  eight-point  advantage, 
putting  Troy  ahead  of  WKU  65-57. 

Western  Kentucky  would  battle  back  into  the  thick  of  things,  only  to  have  Coleman  and  Delk  ruin  its 
run. 

After  trailing  41-35  at  the  end  of  the  first  half,  Troy  led  at  the  end  by  77-69.  The  Troy  University 
men's  basketball  team  showed  everyone  in  the  stands  that  it  deserved  to  be  one  of  the  top  teams  in  the 
Sun  Belt  conference. 

Troy  ended  the  game  with  the  lead  scorer  being  Brandon  Hazzard  with  18  points.  Tying  with  14 
points  were  Yamene  Coleman  and  Richard  Delk.  However,  all  of  the  Troy  players  made  an  impact  on  the 
scoreboard  in  one  way  or  another. 

"I  feel  like  this  is  a  turning  point,  but  still  have  to  do  work,"  said  Richard  Delk.  "Our  next  game  is 
Saturday,  so  it's  a  quick  turnaround.  We  have  to  come  out  hard,  forget  about  this  game  and  move  on  to 
the  next  game."

Troy  University  started  the  year  as  3  -  0  before  its  first  loss  against  the  University  of  Florida,  but 
would  soon  regain  strength,  and  battle  its  way  to  success  defeating  Sun  Belt  Conference  powerhouses  like 
Western  Kentucky,  Middle  Tennessee  and  South  Alabama. 

Although  our  Trojans  would  have  a  small  stumble  every  now  and  again,  they  were  quick  to  get  back 
up  on  their  feet.  Troy  University  led  the  Sun  Belt  Conference  with  a  13  -  5  record  and  would  finish  second 
in  the  conference  tournament  behind  North  Texas. 

Although  the  Trojans  faced  an  upsetting  loss  against  North  Texas,  they  still  were  still  able  to  get  into 
the  National  Invitation  Tournament  (NIT),  where  they  headed  to  Oxford,  Mississippi,  to  face  powerhouse 
Ole  Miss  in  the  first  round. 

"I  think  our  team  is  very  excited,"  said  head  coach  Don  Maestri.  'It's  an  honor  to  be  in  postseason 
play.  Obviously,  it's  an  honor  to  be  in  the  top  90-plus  teams  in  the  country  and  we  look  forward  to 
competing  in  this  tournament."

Not  to  mention  that  seniors  Michael  Vogler  and  Brandon  Hazzard  continued  to  step  up  their  game  as 
the  season  rolled  on  and  into  the  conference  tournament. 

"I  am  very  excited  about  how  my  senior  year  has  played  out,"  said  Vogler.  "I  have  no  regrets  and 
expect  very  impressive  things  from  our  team."

Many 
successful  athletes  at  Troy  can't  believe  it's  already  their  senior  year. 

'It  seems  like  just  yesterday  I  was  on  my  visit,"  said  Michael  Vogler  of  Troy  University's  basketball 
team.  "Your  time  here  will  fly  by,  so  just  to  give  it  everything  you  have  because  it  will  be  over  before  you 
know  it  and  you  don't  want  to  have  any  regrets." 

Michael  Vogler  came  to  Troy  in  2007  as  a  sophomore  from  Chipola  College,  where  he  played  under 
head  coach  Greg  Heir  and  was  a  member  of  the  2007  State  Championship  team. 

Troy  is  known  for  its  successful  student-athletes  as  a  Social  Science  major,  Vogler  has  learned  to 
excel  in  the  classroom  as  well  as  the  court.  This  has  led  him  to  not  only  be  a  great  athlete  but  a  role  model 
to  many  young  kids  who  come  watch  him  play  in  the  Trojan  Arena. 

Vogler  will  not  look  back  once  he  leaves  Troy  University.  He  plans  to  continue  his  basketball  career 
by  pursuing  pro-ball  overseas  but  will  eventually  come  back  to  the  States  to  hopefully  be  a  coach. 
However,  he  will  never  forget  the  basketball  games  and  friendships  he  was  able  to  gain  throughout  his 
years  at  Troy. 

"Some  of  my  favorite  memories  here  at  Troy  were  all  of  the  friendships  I  was  able  to  build  over  the 
years,"  said  Vogler,  "and  our  road  trips,  especially  the  trip  we  took  to  Europe  this  past  summer.  Then,  of 
course,  all  of  the  basketball  games  I  was  able  to  play  in." 

During  his  three  years  at  Troy  University,  Vogler  has  been  a  force  to  reckon  with  for  any  team. 

His  sophomore  year,  he  had  at  least  three  assists  in  every  game  he  dished  out  eight  against  Texas 
A&M  Community  College,  then  recorded  four  steals  on  three  occasions.  He  was  always  a  major  reason  for 
the  success  of  the  Trojans,  by  scoring  an  average  of  6.3  points  a  game.  He  made  his  first  career  start,  and 
played  all  40  minutes,  in  the  Trojans'  opening  round  Sun  Belt  Conference  Tournament  victory  over 
University  of  Louisiana  Lafayette,  scoring  13  points  in  that  game.  He  then  finished  the  season  scoring  a 
season-high  15  points  while  playing  all  40  minutes  against  Middle  Tennessee  in  the  Sun  Belt  Conference 
Tournament. 

For  his  junior  year,  his  stats  did  nothing  but  exceed  his  past  records.  Vogler  was  voted  to  the  All-Sun 
Belt  Conference  third  team  after  leading  the  league  in  assists  with  175  and  steals  with  59.  He  was  also 
ranked  20th  nationally  in  assists  per  game  with  5.8  apg  average,  and  also  ranked  44th  nationally  in  assist- 
to-turnover  ratio  with  2.13  and  59th  in  steals  per  game  with  2.  He  then  set  his  career-high  with  18  points 
and  recorded  his  first  career  double-double  by  adding  11  assists  against  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Wilmington.  Vogler  would  enter  his  senior  year,  ranked  fifth  in  assists  with  256  and  sixth  on  the  steals  list 
with  114. 

Vogler  feels  his  senior  year  will  be  even  better  than  his  past  two  years  at  Troy.  He  believes  the  team 
has  played  pretty  well;  however,  there  are  a  few  games  his  team  should  have  won.  He  looks  forward  to  the 
conference  tournament  and  hopes  his  team  can  play  to  its  true  potential  and  bring  home  a  Sun  Belt 
Championship. 

Michael  Vogler  was  asked  how  he  wanted  to  be  remembered.  He  simply  said,  "I  want  people  to  know 
that  I  gave  it  100  percent  and  love  the  game  of  basketball."

After  losing  two  of  their  last  three  games,  the  Troy  University  women's  basketball  team  looked  to  end 
this  bad  momentum  at  the  start  of  the  2009  season.  On  Wednesday,  January  20th,  Troy  took  on  the  Wester 
Kentucky  Hilltoppers. 

Although  their  past  few  games  have  not  been  the  best,  the  lady  Trojans  were  off  to  their  best  start  since 
head  coach  Michael  Murphy  started  his  eight-year  tenure. 

The  Trojans  set  the  tone  with  Brittnie  Davis  having  a  very  successful  first  half.  The  Trojans  led  the 
majority  of  the  first  half.  However,  Western  Kentucky  was  on  their  heels  the  whole  time  and  would  soon 
make  their  move  in  the  way  of  junior  Kenzie  Rich. 

Rich  stole  the  ball  from  McAppion  and  threw  it  to  a  flashing  McNear  running  up  the  court.  The  junior 
raced  by  our  Trojan  defense  and  converted  the  opportunity  for  a  lay-up  with  29.6  seconds  remaining  in  the 
first  half  to  give  the  Hilltoppers  a  29-28  lead. 

With  just  seconds  left  in  the  first  half,  Troy's  Sarah  McAppion  drove  for  a  lay-up  but  was  fouled  in  the 
progress.  McAppion  missed  her  first  free-throw,  but  would  make  her  second  to  give  the  tying  score  of  29  to 
29. 

But  the  Hilltoppers  were  not  going  to  have  a  tie  game,  with  just  2.3  seconds  left  on  the  clock.  Western 
Kentucky's  NcNear  heaved  up  a  half-court  buzzer  beater,  sending  the  game  into  halftime  with  the  score  of 
32  to  29. 

The  second  half  did  not  lack  anv  of  the  excitement  from  the  first.  With  the  crowd  standing,  Troy  got 
back  the  lead  after  Davis  hit  a  pair  of  three-pointers. 

The  lady  Hilltoppers  would  soon  catch  fire,  as  they  would  start  a  25-6  run  against  our  lady  Trojans. 

There  would  not  be  a  spark  of  effective  offense  for  the  Trojans  for  a  whole  seven  minutes  until  Sophie 
Kleeman  hit  a  basket,  putting  the  score  at  41-31.  The  lead  would  stay  at  double  digits  until  McAppion  was 
fouled  with  a  little  less  than  13  minutes  left  in  the  game.  She  made  both  free  throws  to  put  the  Trojans 
within  eight.  The  Lady  Toppers  were  able  to  push  the  lead  back  to  double  digits  with  a  little  over  10  minutes 
to  play  in  the  game  when  the  Trojans  were  unable  to  convert  on  three  possessions. 

The  Lady  Trojans  were  unable  to  light  their  fire  until  the  last  minute  when  Davis  hit  two  three-pointers 
to  put  the  Trojans  sitting  behind  63-54  with  barely  20  seconds  left  in  the  game.  After  a  quick  lay-up  by 
Kleeman  to  put  the  Trojans  at  56,  the  game  ended. 

Although  the  Trojans  lost  63-56,  they  were  not  short  on  effort.  The  Trojans  simply  played  a  great  game 
against  a  good  and  well-prepared  Western  Kentucky. 

"I  am  really  proud  of  our  effort  tonight,"  said  head  coach  Michael  Murphy.  This  is  a  very  good 
Western  Kentuckv  team  that  we  played  against  tonight.  I  think  we  became  a  better  team  tonight  even 
though  we  lost  the  game."

As  the  great  2010  softball  season  comes  to  an  end  with  slightly  more  wins  than  losses,  the  team 
resumes  practicing  in  the  off  season  to  yet  again  prepare  for  a  better  season  than  the  last.

The  Trojans  took  their  biggest  step  in  the  right  direction  by  defeating  South  Alabama,  3-1.  This 
win  puts  Troy's  volleyball  team  closer  to  qualifying  for  the  Sun  Belt  Conference  Tournament. 

The  win  was  only  the  second  road  win  of  the  season  for  the  Trojans  (12-16,  7-8),  but  fortunately  it 
marked  their  last  road  match  of  2009.  The  victory  also  marks  head  coach  Sonny  Kirkpatrick's  50th  at 
the  helm  of  the  Trojans. 

The  Trojans  were  led  bv  leader  and  Captain  Meghan  Gilroy,  who  posted  a  whooping  13  kills. 
Also,  junior  setter  Megan  Henderson  was  a  major  team  asset  by  posting  28  assists  for  the  night. 

Defensively,  Lizzie  Clough  led  the  Trojans  with  12  digs.  Kayla  Giles  also  posted  double  digits 
with  11.  Gilroy  led  the  Trojans  at  the  net  defensively,  recording  six  total  blocks. 

The  first  set  was  a  close  one  throughout.  The  largest  lead  by  either  team  came  at  the  end  of  the 
set  with  South  Alabama  (11-17,  2-13)  winning  25-21.  The  set  started  with  Troy  going  up  5-4.  At  that 
point,  the  Jaguars  scored  four  straight  to  go  ahead  8-5.  The  Trojans  remained  behind  by  three  at  15-12 
before  they  scored  four  straight  to  take  a  16-15  lead.  The  two  sides  traded  points  until  they  were  tied 
up  at  20-20.  At  that  point  South  Alabama  took  four  of  five  points  to  take  set. 

Troy  was  led  in  the  first  set  by  Von  Pingel,  who  posted  four  kills  on  just  six  attempts.  Henderson 
recorded  10  of  her  assists  in  the  first  set. 

In  the  second  set,  the  two  sides  found  themselves  tied  early  at  6-6.  That  is  when  the  Jaguars 
scored  four  straight  to  take  a  10-6  lead.  With  South  Alabama  still  out  front,  the  Trojans  went  on  their 
first  big  run,  this  one  behind  Emily  Strader's  serves.  Troy  scored  six  straight  to  go  ahead  14-11.  That 
run  proved  to  be  enough  as  the  Trojans  built  on  their  lead  and  closed  out  the  second  set,  25-19. 

•  South  Alabama  got  an  early  lead  in  the  third  set,  going  ahead  5-1.  However,  the  Trojans  fought 
back  within  two  putting  the  score  at  9-9.  However,  South  Alabama  was  not  going  down  without  a 
fight.  The  Jaguars  took  five  of  eight  points  to  go  ahead  14-12.  It  was  then  that  the  Trojans  went  on 
their  second  big  run,  this  time  behind  the  serve  of  Vicky  Rogoschewsky.  The  Trojans  scored  nine 
straight  to  gain  a  seven-point  lead  at  21-14.  Troy  went  on  to  close  out  the  set,  25-16. 

Troy  picked  up  where  it  left  off,  jumping  out  to  an  early  7-2  lead  in  the  fourth  set.  However,  the 
Jaguars  didn't  just  give  up.  Trailing  9-5,  they  scored  eight  of  nine  to  go  ahead  of  the  Trojans  13-10, 
forcing  Troy  to  call  a  timeout.  After  the  Trojans  got  their  focus  back,  they  shut  South  Alabama  down 
and  brought  the  score  to  a  tie  of  14-14. 

The  two  sides  traded  points  and  found  themselves  tied  seven  different  times  between  14-14  and 
22-22.  South  Alabama  took  a  timeout  after  Troy  gained  a  23-22  lead.  The  Trojans  then  took  the  next 
two  points  to  clinch  the  fourth  set,  25-22,  and  the  match  3-1. 

'1  couldn't  be  prouder  of  our  team,"  said  head  coach  Kirkpatrick,  "I  think  we've  really  turned  the 
corner  and  I'd  like  to  see  us  continue  to  play  at  this  level."

There  comes  a  time  when  every  team  must  lose  one  of  its  most  prized  possessions.  Meghan  Gilroy  is  a 
leader  to  most  and  a  friend  to  everyone  she  meets. 

Gilroy  is  from  Pensacola,  Florida,  where  she  graduated  from  Booker  T.  Washington  High  School.  She 
is  the  daughter  of  Charles  and  Carol  Gilroy  and  has  two  brothers,  Ian  and  Chase. 

Gilroy  came  to  Troy  and  immediately  fit  in  with  the  fast-paced  collegiate  sport  of  volleyball.  During 
her  freshman  year  she  started  all  33  matches  and  all  119  games.  She  was  second  in  the  team  with  kills 
averaging  2.5  a  game  and  led  her  team  in  blocks  with  12  solo  blocks  and  56  assisted. 

During  her  sophomore  season  Gilroy  played  in  26  matches,  and  despite  missing  time  throughout  the 
season  she  posted  346  kills  at  an  average  of  3.72  per  game,  the  highest  on  the  team.  She  also  served  21  aces, 
which  tied  her  at  fifth  on  the  team. 

Gilroy  led  the  team  her  junior  year  and  had  a  total  of  871  attacks  and  finished  with  391  kills.  She  had 
71  blocks,  including  20  solo  blocks.  She  led  the  team  with  459.5  points  her  junior  year. 

During  Meghan's  senior  year  she  led  the  team  to  a  great  season  and  managed  to  make  the  All- 
Conference  team.  Gilroy  got  this  chance  because  of  her  4.23  kills  per  set  average,  which  places  her  third  in 
the  Sun  Belt  and  31st  in  the  nation.  She  also  posted  an  average  of  4.90  points  per  set,  which  is  the  second 
highest  in  the  conference  and  20th  in  the  country. 

'I'm  really  happy  and  excited  for  Meghan,"  said  head  coach  Sonny  Kirkpatrick.  'In  my  opinion  she  was 
one  of  the  top  middle  hitters  in  the  Sun  Belt." 

Gilroy  has  had  one  of  the  more  successful  careers  here  at  Troy  as  a  student-athlete,  yet  considers  the 
unabated  support  from  her  family,  friends  and  all  the  athletic  staff  at  Troy  the  key  to  her  success. 

'Til  never  forget  the  semester  I  got  my  first  C,"said  Gilroy.  "You'd  better  believe  I  got  two  phone  calls 
from  two  very  upset  coaches." 

"My  coaches  never  stopped  pushing  me  in  practice  and  in  school,"  said  Gilroy. 

She  has  a  "Book  Full"  of  memories  while  here  at  Troy,  some  of  which  will  follow  her  throughout  her 
life.  These  memories  range  from  beating  Middle  Tennessee  her  junior  year,  to  beating  University  of  New 
Orleans  her  senior  year. 

In  her  spare  time  she  considers  her  self  a  "Volleyball  Nerd." 

'1  love  to  play  in  my  spare  time,  especially  beach  volleyball,  and  usually  we  play  at  the  Grove,"  said 
Gilroy."  "I  may  not  actually  live  there,  but  you  would  never  know  with  how  much  I  play  there." 

Fortunately,  the  reign  of  Gilroy  is  not  over.  She  plans  on  continuing  her  volleyball  career  as  long  as 
possible.  This  summer  she  will  try  her  hand  at  beach  volleyball,  then  possibly  going  overseas  to  play  in  a 
professional  indoor  league.  However,  eventually  she  will  head  back  to  school  and  continue  her  already 
successful  academic  career. 
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'The  team  I've  been  waiting  for,"  said  Eric  Hayes,  the  head  coach  of  Troy  University's  tennis  team. 
'They've  really  got  their  momentum  in  the  right  direction." 

The  men's  tennis  team  at  Troy  University  has  grown  tremendously  thoughout  the  past  eight  years 
with  Hayes. 

However,  no  one  could  have  seen  the  success  of  this  year's  team  coming.  After  having  losing 
seasons  in  the  past,  Troy  managed  to  have  a  20-4  season.  The  Trojans  also  did  the  unthinkable  as  they 
clinched  the  Sun  Belt  Conference  title  against  their  strongest  competition  of  the  tournament:  Denver, 
which  ranked  34th  in  the  nation  and  previously  beat  Troy  earlier  in  the  season. 

T  told  the  team  after  we  won  it  that  I  took  this  job  eight  years  ago  and  people  outside  of  the 
department  thought  we  couldn't  get  it  done,"  said  Hayes.  "I  don't  do  much  when  it  comes  time  to  play. 
I  just  focus  them  and  they  are  the  ones  who  hit  the  ball.  They  just  did  a  great  job." 

Troy  also  has  high  hopes  for  next  year's  season  because  it  has  only  one  senior  leaving.  Guilherme 
Sahadi  is  a  senior  from  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil,  and  has  been  one  of  the  key  members  in  Troy's  success  this 
year. 

However,  all  is  not  lost  with  Sahadi  leaving.  Troy's  tennis  program  is  mainly  made  up  of 
underclassmen. 

The  team  consists  of  four  freshmen  and  three  sophomores  who  have  stepped  up  and  managed  to 
be  a  major  part  in  the  team's  success  at  the  Sun  Belt  tournament. 

Hayes  also  coaches  the  women's  tennis  team.  Members  of  Troy  University's  women's  tennis 
team  include  Karoline  Grymel,  Leonie  Guijt,  Kelly  Irving,  Rosaura  Ramirez-Vega,  Lauren  Simpson, 
Emma  Smith,  Gabriella  Veiga,  and  Stephanie  Vieira.

He  passed  away  after  an  extended  battle  with  leukemia. 

Dr.  Alexander  came  to  Troy  University  in  2005  where  he  quickly  became  a  well-known, 
well-loved  member  of  the  faculty. 

Formerly  of  Bremerton,  WA,  Dr.  Alexander  graduated  from  Bremerton  High  School  in 
1986.  Following  his  high  school  graduation,  Dr.  Alexander  studied  at  the  University  of 
Washington  where  he  graduated  in  1990.  He  spent  his  junior  year  of  college  studying  at  Oxford 
University  in  England. 

Nine  years  later  Dr.  Alexander  received  his  Ph.D.  from  Harvard  University  where  he 
served  as  a  lecturer  for  four  years  in  Harvard  University's  Department  of  History  and 
Literature. 

He  is  survived  by  his  daughter,  Elisa;  parents,  Steve  and  Sandra;  sisters,  Rachel  and 
Sarah;  and  a  brother,  Andrew.

On  October  5,  2009,  family,  friends,  and  colleagues  gathered  in  the  Claudia  Crosby  Theater  to 
remember  Dr.  Donald  C.  Hines,  dean  of  the  Troy  University  Sorrell  College  of  Business.  Dr.  Hines  passed 
away  on  August  26,  2009  after  losing  a  battle  with  cancer. 

Dr.  Hines  graduated  from  Mississippi  State  University  where  he  received  his  undergraduate  and 
graduate  degrees.  He  is  also  a  graduate  of  Kansas  State  University  where  he  received  his  doctorate  in 
economics. 

During  his  career,  Dr.  Hines  served  twice  as  the  dean  of  the  Sorrell  College  of  Business.  He  was  the 
president  of  the  University  of  West  Alabama  from  1994  to  1998.  During  the  1980s,  he  was  the  dean  of  the 
School  of  Business. 

When  Guy  Hunt  served  as  governor  of  the  state  of  Alabama,  Dr.  Hines  was  a  member  of  the 
governor's  administration  cabinet.  He  held  the  position  of  Division  Chief  of  the  Alabama  Department  of 
Economic  and  Community  Affairs  (ADECA). 

Dr.  Hines  was  an  integral  part  of  beginning  a  rodeo  team  at  Troy  University  as  well  as  the  University 
of  West  Alabama.  The  rodeo  complex  at  the  University  of  West  Alabama  was  named  after  Dr.  Hines.  He 
was  the  Intercollegiate  Rodeo  Team  Advisor  at  Trov  University  from  2001-2006. 

Dr.  Hines  was  an  active  member  of  Ansley  Baptist  Church  where  he  held  positions  that  included 
deacon,  Sunday  School  teacher,  and  sound  technician.  He  also  played  a  key  role  in  the  formation  of  the 
Homeward  Bound  Gospel  Quartet.  For  the  past  ten  years,  this  has  been  an  outreach  ministry  of  the  church.

He's  the  chancellor  of  Troy  University.  Even  more,  he's  Uncle  Jack.  He  is,  in  fact,  the  man  who 
represents  Troy  University  both  locally  and  internationally.  He  is  Dr.  Jack  Hawkins,  Jr. 

Hawkins  was  born  in  Mobile,  Ala.,  on  March  30, 1945.  He  graduated  from  Murphy  High  School  in  1962, 
the  vear  he  went  down  to  the  local  Marines  recruiting  station  to  enlist,  but  after  he  took  some  tests  the 
recruiting  officer  encouraged  him  to  attend  college. 

Hawkins  earned  his  bachelor's  degree  from  the  University  of  Montevallo,  a  public  liberal  arts  school,  in 
1967.  He  spent  his  summers  in  Platoon  Leaders  Class,  an  officer  training  program,  and  after  graduation  was 
commissioned  a  second  lieutenant. 

After  basic  training  at  Camp  Lejeune,  Hawkins  was  assigned  to  Vietnam  as  the  leader  of  a  combat 
engineering  platoon  attached  to  the  Korean  Marine  Corps.  Although  his  platoon's  responsibilities  mainly 
included  dailv  mine  sweeps,  patrols,  the  removal  of  booby  traps  and  construction  projects,  Hawkins  did  see 
combat.  He  received  the  Purple  Heart,  the  Bronze  Star,  and  a  special  citation  from  the  Korean  Marine  Corps 
for  his  service. 

His  services  in  Vietnam  helped  Hawkins  to  form  the  philosophies  that  have  served  him  throughout  his 
professional  life  in  higher  education,  according  to  the  book  "Above  and  Bevond:  Former  Marines  Conquer  the 
Civilian  World." 

"When  you  are  in  a  combat  situation  with  brave  men,  you  know  that  they  must  have  plenty  of  hope  in 
their  hearts  to  face  the  inevitable  terror  that  war  breeds,"  he  said.  'Leadership,  when  stripped  to  the  barest 
essentials,  is  managing  that  hope.  It's  similar  in  civilian  life,  because  the  people  vou  lead  have  hopes  and 
dreams  that  must  be  considered;  it's  just  that  the  stakes  are  nowhere  near  as  high  as  on  a  battlefield." 

Of  his  militarv  services,  Hawkins  has  said,  "Serving  as  a  United  States  Marine  has  had  a  profound 
influence  on  me  and  my  life.  No  other  experience  has  shaped  my  values,  beliefs,  determination  and  duty 
above  self  philosophv  as  did  the  USMC." 

Hawkins  left  active  dutv  in  1970  and  earned  his  master's  degree  from  the  University  of  Montevallo  in 
1971.  He  served  as  an  assistant  dean  at  the  University  of  Alabama  at  Birmingham  from  1971-1979  and  as 
president  of  the  Alabama  Institute  for  Deaf  and  Blind  in  Talladega  from  1979-1989.  He  earned  his  doctorate 
from  the  University  of  Alabama  in  1976. 

Hawkins  was  named  the  chancellor  of  Troy  University  in  1989.  He  leads  a  multi-campus  system  serving 
more  than  30,000  students,  is  accountable  to  a  Board  of  Trustees,  and  employs  more  than  1,200  full-time 
facultv  and  staff. 

According  to  "Above  and  Beyond:  Former  Marines  Conquer  the  Civilian  World,"  Hawkins  was  attracted 
to  Trov  because  of  his  interest  in  the  military.  Troy  University  offers  educational  programs  on  more  than  50 
military  bases  in  14  states  and  six  foreign  countries  and  is  a  primary  provider  of  Internet  programs  for  the  E- 
Army  U. 

Hawkins  said  he  has  found  that  "the  same  principles  of  leadership  so  vital  to  the  mission  of  the  Marines, 
such  as  teamwork,  loyalty,  recognition  and  integrity,  are  equally  valuable  in  a  university  setting." 

According  to  Hawkins,  a  university's  key  mission  is  to  educate  its  students,  but  it  has  many  different 
moving  parts.  "In  order  to  get  the  job  done,  it's  important  for  the  leader  to  set  the  example," he  said. 
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Hawkins  takes  his  job  as  chancellor  seriously,  viewing  the  university  as  a  living  organism-  one  that  he 
said  was  "almost  analogous  to  the  brick-laying  story  of  World  War  II."  A  man  on  the  street  asked  the  first 
brick  mason  he  encountered  what  he  was  doing,  to  which  the  mason  replied  'laying  brick."  The  second 
mason  he  asked  replied  that  he  was  building  a  wall,  and  finally  the  third  mason  said  he  was  building  a 
cathedral,  which  is  when  the  man  realized  what  vision  was. 

Hawkins  believes  students  graduating  from  Troy  University  are  able  to  adequately  compete  with 
students  graduating  from  larger  institutions  because  Troy  students  receive  the  very  best  of  personal 
attention. 

"Every  student  can  be  known  by  name  and  not  a  number,"  he  said.  "Every  student  can  enjoy  a  personal 
experience  [and]  will  have  the  benefit  of  a  very  well-qualified  faculty." 

Hawkins  believes  "the  undergraduate  program  at  Troy  not  only  compares  favorably  with  those  other 
larger  institutions,  but  in  most  cases  is  far  better"  based  on  the  acceptance  of  Troy  students  into  graduate 
level  schools  in  almost  every  discipline  managed  at  Troy  University. 

Hawkins  believes  the  local  and  international  growth  Troy  University  has  experienced  recently  has 
contributed  to  a  richer  learning  environment  and  a  greater  awareness  of  the  world  for  its  students.  He 
believes  that  the  growing  international  program  has  added  to  those  contributions,  helping  students  be  more 
globally  aware  and  competitive. 

Hawkins  has  been  the  recipient  of  several  awards  over  the  course  of  his  professional  life.  He  was 
honored  by  the  University  of  Montevallo  in  1985  as  Distinguished  Alumnus  of  the  Year  and  in  1999  was 
presented  the  Golden  Eagle  of  the  Year  Award  by  the  Alabama  Senior  Citizens  Hall  of  Fame. 

He  was  the  recipient  of  the  2003  All-American  Football  Foundation's  'Top  College  President"  award,  and 
in  2005  he  was  inducted  into  the  Murphy  High  School  Hall  of  Fame.  In  2007,  Hawkins  was  named  the 
Alabama  Citizen  of  the  Year  by  the  Alabama  Broadcasters  Association. 

Hawkins'  family  includes  his  wife,  Janice,  and  their  two  daughters,  Katie  and  Kelly.  He  is  the  proud 
grandfather  of  a  new  grandson  and  says  that  his  family  is  the  core  of  his  existence. 

Outside  of  the  university,  Hawkins  enjoys  reading 
and  the  occasional  game  of  golf,  although  he  admits  that 
he's  not  very  good.  He  enjoys  the  extracurricular  life  of 
the  university  and  shows  his  support  for  athletics,  music 
and  theater. 

'In  a  position  like  this  your  vocation  almost  becomes 
your  avocation,"  Hawkins  said.  'The  after-hours  life  of  the 
university  is  almost  svnonvmous  with  our  after-hours 
life."
